Mr. WOLFE had an amendment read for 
information, (which lie woiiM ofj'er if the 
rules were suspended.) to direct the commit- 
tee to inquire into certain rumors in relation 
to correspondence and acts of the (iovernor 
in relation to the secession of the State, <Vc.] 

Mr. Wolfe moved a call oI the roll: car- 
ried. 

The vote was taken on dispensing with the 
rules, anil it was decided in the negative by 
yeas 47, n.iys 4-1 — it requiring two-thirds to 
dispense wiih the rules. 

The House resumed the consideration of 
the bill from the Senate to amend title 1st 
of the Code of Practice in civil ca»es: the 
bill was passed by yeas 65, nays 27.

Of all the evils with which a State can be 
afllicted, that of a civil, domestic, neighbor- 
hood war between its own citizens is the 
greatest.

But if, after having ftikeii the position, and 
pledged the hoi^r and good faith- of agrsal 
party and nobleCoiiimonweallh toils main 
tenance, there should be any material depar- 
ture from it; any attempt made by any par- 
ty or coinbination of individuals to coniniil 
the State, either directly oFindirectly, to the 
support of either of the belligerents, all of 
the incalculable advantages which have been 
gained by the vote of the 4th instant will be 
lost, and our State be speedily visited w ith 
all the frightful calamities and untold hor- 
rors from which she but yesterday seemed 
happily on the very eve of escape. If Union 
men invite or justify the entianee of north- 
ern troops, or the recruiting of volunteers lor 
the federal forces upon the soil of Kentucky, 
just as surely will secessionists and men ol 
strong southern proclivities invite southern

and warning all the States, "whether sepii- 
rMte t^r united, and especially the 'United 
States' and the 'Confederate States,' ' that 
be, the aforesaid Jlagoffin, solemnly forbids 
my movement upon the soil of Kentucky, 
or the occupation of any port, post, or place, 
whatever, within the lawful boundary and 
jurisiliction of this State, by any of the 
forces under the orders of the Slates afore- 
said, /'or ony />i(r/)OM u;/mto'fr, until author !

insurrection again.-^t the Union, we. in Ken- 
tucky, if we choose, will ship goods contra, 
band of war to the Confeilerate States, and 
if the Federal Government attempts even 
with Kentvc/.y troops to slop such proceed- 
ings.

It is announced that this proclamation is 
i. sued to preserve the "strict neutrality" of 
Kenli'cky '.n the impending war. At the 
outset let it be borne in mind that from the 
commencement every disunionist in the 
Slate, including Breckinridge and Magoflin, 
have ridiculed and denounced the doctrine 
of "strict neutrality." They have advocated 
an immediate connection of our fortunes 
^vith those of llie Confederate Stales. The 
disunion members in the present Legisla- 
ture liave al^iO denounced the doctrine ol 
neutrality. Xow, however. Gov. Magoflin 
prol'es.=es to be for neutrality. lie permits 
companies lo be organized in Kentucky for 
llic avowed purpose of warring upon the 
Unitetl States, and after they leave the Stale 
he then professes lo he for neutrality — strict 
ncutralit'y. It is curious, however, to see in 
what w.iy Gov. MapofTm e.xpecis to preserve 
tlic neutrality of Kentucky in this crisis. 

Wc remark, in the first place, that the 
prochimation is in some respects wonderfully 
obscure in the language employed, and so 
obscure as to produce confusion and uncer-^ 
t.Tinty as lo what the Governor does mean, 
lie leaves some matters in just enough doubt 
10 bring about a conflict with the Federal 
Government. For instance, he forbids all 
movements "upon the soil of Kentucky, or 
the occupation of any port, post or place 
le/iatever, within the lawful loundarj/ and ju- 
ri.'^diction of this Stale," for any jmrpose 
tcliatevc:; unless permission is previously 
granted. Who knows the meaning intended 
lo be conveyed by these words? What is 
meant by a movement upon Ihc soil of Ken- 
tucky ? What is meant by the lawful bouu- 
o'ary of Kentucky. The Newport BaiTacks, 
tlie Military Asylum at Harrodsburg, the 
Cur-lom House at Louisville, and the Marine 
Hospital at Paducah, are all, in one sense, 
"upon the soil of Kentucky," and yet they 
:ire the properly of the United Stales. They 
are i ll in one .sense within the "lawful boun- 
dary' of Kentucky. JCow if a mob should 
assail the Newport Barracks, or any other 
Federal properly of the United States, Gov. 
MagofBn forbids the General Government 
from sending to. or collecting, or enlist- 
ing, troops in this State to defend it, be- 
cause it could not be done without mak- 
ing a "movement vpon the<cn7of Kentucky.'' 
or coming across territory which is within 
tiie "lawful boundary and jurisdiction of 
I his State." Again, the "/nuj/u/ fiounrfary ' of 
Kentucky extends to low water mark on the 
ivcstern side of the Ohio. Kentucky has 
not <av/H«'ve jurisdiction over the Ohio river, 
but she has, for many purix)ses, ''Jurisdiction" 
over that stream, concurrent with other

But 1 
am alarmed and etnnd aghast at this mon- 
strous assumption of power. 

I will not discuss the character of his pro- 
clamation. I will not eay whether the poli- 
cy which he dictates is right or wrong; but 
this I do say, that he has assumed lo him- 
self the LEGISLATIVE AUTHOIUTY of 
the country. 

He has combined the Legislative and E.k- 
ccutivc power in himself, and that is PUIIE 
DESPOTISM. 

Over the very heads of the Legislature 
now in session, and debatingin full and earn- 
est session upon the position which Ken- 
tucky should assume, he has boldly taken 
the power into his hands, and dictated her 
position. Grant this power to our Executive 
and where are we ?

ment, by his simple proclamation, decide the 
fate of Kentucky '!
